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Rules for Flag Etquette. 

The following Code of Utiles for 
Flag Etiquette was gleaned from 
the Army and Navy usages, and 
other sources, by the Committee to 
Prevent Desecration of the Flag, 
appointed by the President-General 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution and published in the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion Magazine in its issue of Decem- 
ber 19 Id: 

1. The Flag should not be hoist- 
ed before sunrise, nor allowed to re- 
main up after sunset. It should 
not be displayed upon stormy days, 
nor left out over night. 

2. When the flag is displayed at 
half stall - , for mourning, it is to be 
lowered to that position from the 
top of staff. It is afterwards hoist- 
ed to the top before it is finally 
lowered. 

3. When the Flag is formally 
raised, all proseut during the cere- 
mony should stand at attention, 
with hand raised to the forehead 
ready for the salute. 

4. The correct salute to the Flag 
as required by the regulations of the 
United States At my, is: Standing 
at attention, raise the right hand to 
the forehead over the right eye, 
palm downward, fingers extended 
and close tpgether, arm at an angle 
of forty. five degrees. Move baud 
outward about, a foot, with a quick 
motion, then drop to the side. 

5. When the colors are passing 
mi parade, in review, the spectator 
should, it a man or boy, and if 
walking, halt; if sitting, tise, stand 
at attention, and uneovei. 

6. Whenever possible, the flag 
should be tlown from ustatTor mast, 
but should not be fastened to the 
side of a building, platfrom or scaf- 
folding. 

7. When Hags are used in unveil- 
ing a statue or monument, they 
should not be allowed to fall to the 
ground, but should be carried aloft 
to wave out, forming a distinctive 
feat 111 e during the remainder of the 
ceremony. 

8. When the flag is used out of 
doors, in should always be allowed 
to tly in the breezes. When elus- 
ters and draping of colors are de- 
siied, bunting or cloth should be 
deed, but never the Flag. 

IK When our National Flag and 
Slate or other flags fly together, or 
mo used in decorating together, out 
National Flag should be on the 
right. 

10. For indoor decorations, the 
Flag can only be used as a drapery ; 
if cannot be used to cover a bench 
or table, desk or box ami where 
anything can be set or placed upon 
the Flag. 

For indoor decorations, the Flag 
may be caught up in many artistic 
fashions, aud used with bunting, 
garland, plants and flowers, but 
should never be placed below a per- 
son sitting. 

11. When used on a bier or cas- 
ket, at a funeral, the stars should 
be placed at the head. In no case 
should the Sag ha allowed to touch 
the ground. 

If, The Flag must not be marred 
by advertisements, uor desecrated 
on the stage. 

13. It is an unwritten law in the 
Navy that the Flag is never to bo 
washed; it is always to be consider- 
ed Immaculate. 

It. When "The Star Spangled 

Banner" is played, all present should 

rise and stand at attention until the 
ending. The playing of it as part 
of a medley should be prohibited, 
and it should not played as an exil 
march. 

15. The only Federal legislation 
with regard to the Flair, forbids the 
registration of any trademark which 
consists of 01 comprises the flag or 
Goal of Arms, or other insignia of 
the United Stales, or any simulation 
thereof, Of of any State or munici- 
pality, or of any foreign nation, etc.

Mr. Harold Osgood, in comment- 
ing upon the number of elementary 
and high schools that have added 
printing to their course of study, 
has the following to say, in part, in 
a recent, number of the Printing 
Educator, 

Kvery subject in a school curri- 
culum must have a definite educa- 
tional value. It must justify itself 
from a cultural or motor stand 
point. Where a subject contains 
both of these qualities, which in 
themselves are not antagonistic, 

then the culmination of the efforts 

Of e du cat o rs to correlate the " tra- 
ditional" school with the modern 
Sim of education has been realized 

Printing is such a subject. It is 
unique in the position that in its 
requirements of skill and its finished 
product it meets with the approval 
of those who advocate vocational 
training; in its demand for knowlege 
in the academic studies it meets with 
the approval of those who believe In 
education only as a means to culture. 
Its artistic benefits are apparent 
in its demand for originality, a 
knowlege of the principles of design, 
and freedom from conventionality. 

Printing, whether used as an aid 
in cultural training or as a subject 
in manual training, vocational or 
Hade education, has such marvel- 
ous and unbounded qualifications 
that one hesitates to attempt a de 
tailed description of its educational 
possibilities. To attempt such a 
description means to delve into an 
area that is beyond human ooncop- 
lion. Printing is so dependent 
upon and so clearly correlated with 
all phases of existence that to ana- 
lyze its qualities leads one into 
nearly all paths ol* knowledge. 
Ait, science, literature, median 
ics, psychology, history, mathe- 
matics, etc, are all found within 
its limits, in a broad scope contain- 
ing all the essentials that constitute 
the fundamentals of these things. 

Printing demands originality, 
creative ability, patience, persis 
teney, accuracy, knowledge of de 
sign, mechanical instinct, and a love 
of beauty in all forms. It demands 
Of its followers the same inspiration 

in combined form that ohmraott 

our painters, our writers, our poets, 
and our mechanical geniuses. Ben* 
jamin Franklin, diplomat; Mark 
Twain, humorist; Thomas Kdison, 
inventor; Horace Ghreely and Henry 
Watterson, journalists; and a host 
of other prominent Americans, have 
declared that they owe their success 
largely to the experiences they had 
in printing offices. With such ex- 
amples to hold up before the pupils 
and students, is it any wonder that 
they become fascianled and main- 
tain an interest In such a subject t 
It is the golden key that open unto 
the child the dooi of knowledge. 
By its assistance grammar is made 
interesting, mathematics lobbed of 
their dryness, history becomes a 
story of heroic and inspiring deeds, 
and science is the revelation of the 
mysteries of life. 

Experiment* In industrial educa- 
tion soon convinced leading educa- 
tors that in printing they had dis- 
covered a manual subject that ap- 
peals not only to the motor sensibi- 
lities of the child, but one that de- 
velops the sensory faculties as well. 

Its keynote is simplicity, as ex

A French professor has sought to 
determine the speed at which the 
finger nails grow, aud for this pur- 
pose has had five persons of differ- 
ent ages under observation for forty 
months. 

His method was to make a fine 
scratch upon the nail with a saw 
and to mark this with lampblack. 
He measured thfl distance between 
this and the upper edge of the 
"quick," just where the nail grows 
clear of its root. Here are the prin- 
cipal conclusions at which he arriv- 
ed: 

The average growth is 1.45 milli- 
meters in fourteen days, or 3.1 mil- 
limeters per month ot thirty days. 
(An inch is twenty-five milli- 
meters). 

The thumb nail grows most rap- 
idly and the finger nails diminish 
in speed from the first to the little 
finger. 

The nails of the right hand grow 
slightly more rapidly than thrjs. 
the left. 

The rate of growth is greatest in 
persons between 30 and 40 years of

I made formal request for space In 
which to anchor a captive balloon, 
from which, above all obstructions, 
I could gaze and gaze on the tiers of 
hills and mountains, that, on throe 
sides, rose in what seemed to me a 
matchless grandenr and beauty. 

Long ere this I should have been 
back in little old Illinois and dug 
my household goods our of storage. 
Very likely I should find every rug 
eaten up by moths and every pack- 
ing box converted into a hotel for 
[goats Mouse and his kith and kin, 
tint I don't want to go back. 

I've friends enough, ri»ht here, 
fiom my native State, to make it 
seem homelike. I am meeting new 
friends, lovely friends, all the time. 
I've a paragon of a landlady now, 
the best I've found ont here; my 
health is fine, the climate, while not 
perfect, might easily be much worse; 
I've at last fonnd a section of Los 
Ang«des where I have lovely views of 
hills and distant mountains, that, 
while they do not match Seattle's, 
at lean have a beauty of their own, 
that almost consoles me for my dis- 
tance from the northern attractions, 
and, Obi the fresh, sweet, juicv. 
(jrartgesl I almost subsist on 'em. 
Wagons crawl along the streets 
d with the golden fruit, and I 
so enjoy them that I'm tempted to 
stop every wagon, even when I have 
a good supply on hand. 

The largest and finest of the 
oranges an* packed aud shipped 
'tis said, and I, for one, am 
willing they should be. These in 
the wagons are called "culls," being 
of all sizes, but they are so fully 
ripe, so fresh, so sweet aud so 
juicy, that I'm willing to let the 
Easterners have the larger ones and 
pay ihe larger prices. We buy 
these "culls" by the bucketful — 
at ten cents a bucket! — much cheap- 
er than apples. Often I count be- 
tween thirty and forty oranges in a 
bucketful — for teo cents! 

I've seen fresh peas in the pod on 
sale as low as three pounds for a 
dime. f.ettuee has been plentiful 
and cheap all winter, as have car- 
rots, turnips and beets. At present, 
one gets three fine heads of lettuce 

for a r/ickel, head lettuce,' not loose 
leaved All sorts of vegetables are 
on the market. Polatoes and onions 
went sky rocketing a few weeks 
ago, but have come down, 
and batter are higher than la Illi 
nois, as I see by my home paper; 
ditto poultry, but, I think other 
eafabi- '.caper here. 

I fresh figs in the market, but 
by DO means cheap, yet. 

This big house is rnuetly unhealed 
during the day, save for the gas 
range in the kitchen. In the ev 
ing «ome of the rooSBCM light 
small gas heaters, and the landlord, 
landlady aw!

And 
the tragedy of it is, that because of 
onr nation - wide fraternizing, a 
malicious story once started, no 
mailer by liow insignificant and ir- 
responsible a party, it is told and 
retold, with bigger and blacker ad 
ditions, from Atlantic coast to Pa- 
cific ; from Canada to the Gulf ; 
and nsually the victim of the slan- 
der is one of the very last to know 
what is being said of him. It 
really seems, to an analytical mind, 
that it is not the truth that isdesir 
ed, bnt sensation, gossip, exciting 
news, scandal. The most heart- 
broken letter I ever read was writ- 
ten by a white-haired old lady, 
deaf, pleading, alas ! in vain, for 
justice — only that — in a case where 
the attacks of one whose ire she had 
aroused had resulted in her being 
ostracised by almost the entire deaf 
colony with whom her lot was cast 
I " listened" to a lot of indictment 
against tbe woman, and, to the 
best of my understanding, the very 
worst she had done was to repeal, 
in all good faith, an insignificant 
statement made to her by a sappos- 
ed frieud.

Boine, the capital of Idaho, is the 
only city in the world to use natural 
hot water to supply heat to houses, 
public buildings and business 
blocks. Water at a temperature of 
171 degrees F. comes from wells in 
the low foothills of the Boise Moun- 
tains just outsi'N' the city, and for 
twenty five years it has all been 
used for heating purposes. 

There are two wells, each eighteen 
inches in diameter and four hundred 
hot deep. The natural flow was 
only 800,000 gallons a day. Cen- 
trifugal pumps have increased the 
supply to 1,250,000 gallons every 
day. The water is pumped into a 
tank or reservoir, and thence dis- 
tributed to the users in the city. 
One hundred and thirty nine build- 
ings use it for all purposes, includiug 
i, and one hundred other build- 
l use it for bathing, washing, and 
K'ing purposes.
